victions by which he had sustained the 
farmers of Iowa and Wisconsin, when the 
entire sug ar interest was here asking con­ 
g ress to exclude the sweet thing s made from 
corn or sorg hum. 
When all the arg uments 
made ag ainst oleomarg arine to-day were 
made ag ainst corn sug ar, and n g ain st the 
permission to g row and use sorg hum, he 
had stood a barrier, and he did not believe 
that

Wisconsin 
[Price], 
who 
had 
so 
sharply 
crit­ 
icised 
him 
in 
his 
absence, 
or 
the 
g entleman 
from 
Iowa 
[Henderson]

I thank him for 
his kind co-operation, but the farmers of 
Iowa reject his proffered aid. 
They come 
hear praying , almost demanding , this leg ­ 
islation, which modestly, but firmly or fear­ 
lessly, I am advocating on this floor.

man would reg ret more than myself one un­ 
kind remark to Iny superior in ag e and 
vastly my superior in intellectual power. If 
aug ht that I have said personally wounds, 
1 will be the first to withdraw it. 
But so 
far as I have made the utterance that the

demands and 
will 
have protection 
by 
arg ument if possible 
but by war if necessary, I retract nut a 
word. 
Un that g round I stand and will 
stand. 
1 insist that tariff leg islation is not 
the only medium by which the rig hts of i*.j 
people can be protested; and the east must 
recog nize the fact that the g reat centers, 
west and south, must be heard on this iloor, 
and justly treated. 
Thatis what 1 said yes 
terday, it is what I say now, audathousani 
times 1 emphasize it since I have tho atten­ 
tive ear of my disting uished friend from 
Pennsylvania. 
[Applause.] 
The allusion made to “ war” by Hender­ 
son created something of a sensation; but 
as ho was about to take his seat he ag ain 
addressed the chair and said: 
“ 1 have been 
asked by some g entlemen whether I meant 
a conflict of arms when I said 4war.’ 
No, 
sir; 1 mean the intellectual conflict by the 
weapons planted 
in 
brave and manly 
breasts—that aud that alone.” 
Morrison of Illinois said the bill could 
only be here because it was a revenue bill, 
but its friends did not claim that it was here 
for the purpose of putting money in the 
treasury. 
It was insisted that it was here 
to prevent fraud. When an amendment was 
proposed to reduce the tax from 10 to a cents 
which would g ive 
all security ag ainst 
fraud, then it would be seen what the hon­ 
est purpose of the bill was. 
When such a 
proposition was offered, the house would 
see whether g entlemen were telling the 
truth when they said tliat all they wanted 
was that oleomarg arine should be sold for 
what it waa 
He wanted, however, to put 
the mind of the g entleman from Pennsyl­ 
vania [KelleyJ at ease, since he seemed to 
be disturbed, lest the g entleman from Iowa 
[Henderson] should 
vote 
at 
sometime 
ag ainst protection. 
The g entleman need 
not be alarmed, he would see the g entlemen 
from Iowa and Wisconsin dancing between 
the tellers to continue all the abuses that 
resulted to Iowa from the protective tariff. 
Weaver of Iowa, interrupted with a 
question relative to the duty on lumber, 
when Hepburn of Iowa, sug g ested that his 
colleag ue could answer his own question, 
as he had been a member of the Republi­ 
can party when that duty was fixed. 
Weaver, retorted by saying that he had 
never declared, as had his colleag ues, that 
the Republican party was so corrupt that 
the Goddess of Liberty had to hold her nose 
when she flew over the capitol, and that he 
had never, after making such a declaration, 
g one and joined the party when it was more 
corrupt 
Hepburn denied having ever made such a 
declaration, but had he done so, he would 
have been furnished an excuse by the faot 
that a t that time, his colleag ue was a mem­ 
ber of that party. 
Weaver replied that the g entleman had 
returned to the party while he [Weaver] 
was a member of it; and like a sow that 
was washed returned to his wallowing in 
the mire. 
After this exchang e of 
compliments, 
Brown of Indiana, took the floor in opposi­ 
tion to the bill 
If the bill were amended 
so as to require oleomarg arine to be sold for 
what It was, ha wonld vote for it; but if 
g entlemen meant to use his vote as an in­ 
strumentality to destroy any honest indus­ 
try of this country, however feeble, in favor 
of another, however powerful, they had 
miftaken their man. 
He would g o home to 
his constituents, and if they did not like his 
vote, they could send somebody else in his 
p lace.

It was leg islation aimed a t men ha- 
caaso they were laborers, and because they 
belong ed to a certain raoe, which was ag inst 
the fundamental principles of this republic, 
namely, that labor was honorable and that 
no discrimination should be made ag ainst 
men on account of raoa 
If there were no 
rivalry between the two political parties 
for the vote of the Pacific coast, this leg lsla 
tion would be reg arded by all intellig ent 
and human men with execratioa 
Hherman thoug ht Hoar had enoug h on 
his hands without calling up questions that 
had been debated four years a g a The mat­ 
ter was settled. 
One who bad watched the 
course of affairs on the Pacific coast, must 
come to the conclusion that it was best and 
wi *st for us not to open our doors to a 
race wholly differt from ourselves in every 
characteristic of civilisation. 
He did not 
think it was exactly a question of reversing 
our old and time-honored policy reg arding 
immig ration-thoug h some immig rants who 
would not be covered by this bill were bad 
enoug h, and Sherman was not sure but* 
what some exclusion must eventually come 
for the sake of the American nation. 
In g alls opposed the bill 
Ho criticised 
the man n er in which it had been taken 
up—‘ ilippod in throug h a crevice of time 
And attempted to be railroaded throug h 
this body.” 
The bill, he said, was a die 
g race to American civilization and it would 
not pass without some debate. 
Teller said if the senator from Kansas 
supposed that tho advocates of this bill were 
afraid to discuss it he did not understand 
their temper.

M a tter from a C om m ercia l Sta ndpoint. 
P ort I. a v [>, Me., May 2 7.-T h e board of 
trade Wednesday morning held a special 
meeting for the consideration of the pros­ 
ent fishery complication* 
President Bla- 
bon introduced the subject and urg ed calm 
aud careful consideration. 
Secretary Rich 
read a statement of the troubles between 
this country and Great Britain reg arding 
the fisheries an 1 the manner of settlement 
The treaty of 131* was read, after which 
Hon. Georg e Walker spoke at leng th. 
The 
piejent condition of thing s, he said, calls 
for tue g reatest care on our part, and we 
must be careful to do nothing to violate the 
terms of the treaty of 1313. 
He offered the 
following resolutions, which, after a short 
debate, worn adopted: 
Whkrkaa , 
The fishing interests have 
ever been reg arded by the g eneral g overn­ 
ment, not only as one of the most valuable 
and important industries of the country, as 
a source of food supply, but also as inval­ 
uable in the schooling of material from 
which to draw the sinews of its navy in 
case of war: and 
M£ hkkkas, The complications of the pres­ 
ent International laws render it almost im­ 
possible for the class of people eng ag e! in 
the fisheries, to understand the construction 
of the laws g overning the fisheries as de­ 
fined by those administering the same at 
Lhj various cu sto ms district, thus rendering 
it so ex tretmiy hazardous to American fish­ 
ermen to en g ag e in the business in any 
near p ro x imity 
to British territory, that it 
has co me to be a serious damag e to this 
g reat in d u stry , 
and personal losses have 
fallen u p o n 
those entirely blameless of an y 
in fractio n oI laws; therefore 
Resolved, 
That the members of cong ress 
from this sta t3 be horoby requested to im­ 
press u p o n 
the executive of the g overnment 
the g reat ne ossity of the earliest action 
looking to a settlement of existing troubles, 
and for releasj o f tho vessels and property 
now detained at Cauadian ports, in order 
to maintain the friendly intercourse be­ 
tween those two g reat nations, and to pre- 
vont the possibility of [any rupture of those 
interests that would be imperiled by a re 
sort to retaliatory measures. 
Tho t>oard then voted to request the 
Maine cong ressmen to endeavor to obtain 
leg islation punishing by fine or imprison­ 
ment any person who by unlawful intimida­ 
tion shall obstruct the transfer by railway 
of passeng ers or freig ht betweA states or 
to foreig n countries.

ated b y Mr. Powderly in his call hav e b een 
receiv ed. 
One of these plans, emanating 
from a memb er of the order from AAle- 
gheny, Pa., who has prepared an address 
upon the m atter, is to agitate the sub ject of 
the gov ernment regulating the railroada 
The address also deals with the project of an 
arb itration b oard. 
An effort will b e made 
to secure a hearing for that gentleman. 
Mr. Harmond, a prominent knight, in 
speaking with a delegate W ednesday ev e­ 
ning gav e it as hie opinion that the only so­ 
lution to the lab or prob lem is the div ision 
system. 
“Sailors, when they go out on a 
whaling or fishing expedition, receiv e a cer­ 
tain percentage of the proceeds. They know 
when their contracts are made they stand 
the same chances the owner of the v essel 
does, 
and 
should 
the 
expedition 
prov e 
a 
failure 
they 
know 
what 
to expect and 
accept 
the 
inev itab le 
without compluint 
This same system is, I 
think, practicab le to a considerab le extent 
in factories and other industrial institu­ 
tions. 
I am in fav or of arb itration, b ut 1 
do not think that congress will ev er b e ab le 
to formulate a plan to successfully arb itrate 
differences b etween the employer and his 
employes. 
There are so m any different 
b ranches of industry that no man or com­ 
mittee of men appointed b y oongress would 
b e ab le to deal intelligently with all of 
them. ” 
Mr. Harmond also b eliev es in the 
one-man-rule theory. 
“Giv e him all the 
assistants he may need, b ut let the head of 
the organization hav e supreme power. This 
hawing around, where there are so many 
•heads, is nev er productiv e of the b est re­ 
sults.” 
Mr. Richard Trev elick, chief organizer 
for the Knights of Lab or, when asked what 
he thought of the recall of the organizers’ 
commissions said: 
“Much of the troub le 
in 
the 
order 
arising 
from 
rapidly 
Increasing 
memb ership 
and 
the 
in­ 
stallation 
of 
our 
assemb lies 
is 
due 
to poor organization. 
I m et an organizer a 
few weeks ago under the influence of liquor. 
On my inquiry where he was going he said 
he was going to organize an assemb ly cf 
striking Polacks and Hungariana 
Now 
this is positiv ely forb idden, and I told him 
that the rules of the order were that no man 
could b e adm itted to memb ership while on a 
strike. He organized the assemb ly, howev er, 
b ut owing to my knowledge of the affair, it 
nev er receiv ed a charter. 
Much of this 
kind of work has b een done of which the 
executiv e officers had no knowledge, and to 
this source can b e attrib uted much of the 
existing troub le throughout the country. 
Mr. Powderly alone has the power of recall­ 
ing these commissions, and to av oid creat­ 
ing hard feelings he has decided to cail them 
in, from the chief organizer down.” 
A s heme is also on foot to take the Typo­ 
graphical unions 
into the field of the 
Knights as a district assemb ly. 
This mov e­ 
ment is meeting with the enthusiastic ap­ 
prov al of the local union, and their delegate 
has b een instructed to v ote in fav or of it.

A Stx -Story B uilding Reduced to Dabtla 
of Brlrke, Iren and Aehee—Belford, 
Clark 
A Ce.'e Book 
Eetabllahmoaft 
B urned—A V illag e W iped Out. 


Chicago, Ma y 27.—Wab ash av enue in­ 
dulged in a $700,(XX) fire Wednesday morn­ 
ing. 
The John Quincy Adams b lock, cor­ 
ner of W ab ash av enus and Congrats street, 
six stories high, with sixty feet front on 
Wab ash and 150 faet deep, was totally de­ 
stroyed with all its contents In less than an 
hour of time. 
It was 4:45 a. m. when the 
first alarm was turned in. 
This was fol­ 
lowed b y a second, and that, shortly, b y 
two special calls, which b rought twelv e en- 
ginee to the scene. 
The b uilding was 
occupied 
b y sev eral prominent 
firms, 
v iz: 
Bedford, 
Clarke 
& 
C o, 
Van Antwerp, Bragg & C o, pub lishers; 
Donohue & Heuneb erry, printers and pub ­ 
lishers; Peale & C o, lithographers, and the 
Central Lithographing company. 
When the firemen reached the spot they 
state that the four lower stories of ths b lock 
were on fire. 
It was a t onoe apparent that 
tho entire fire defense of the city if preseut 
at that moment could not check the great 
furnace of flame or sav e anything within 
the high wall* 
In ten minutes more the 
fifth and sixth floors melted with the heat 
Then ths b road side of the b uilding on 
Congress 
street 
from top to 
b ottom 
melted 
its 
windows and 
from 
each 
b urst the b right b lazes which told that all 
was lost within. 
In 25 minutes the great 
presses on tho third floor crushed ev erything 
b eneath, and dragged the other floors and 
their contents into a b urning mass in the 
b asement A t the same time the great walls 
hav ing lost the support of the inner girders 
tremb led a few moments and then fell to the 
earth as though struck b y a cyclona 
The 
south wall fell out into Congress street, 
catching b eneath it the hose and carts of the 
firemen, and filled the street its entire width 
with b ricks and deb ris to the depth of many 
feet 
The rear .wall fell out into the b road 
alley and crashed down through the upper 
fiats of a four story lodging house, smashing 
roof, partitions, furniture and a il 
The police b ad routed the occupants, so 
that no liv es were lost 
The front wall on 
W ab ash av enue also crumb led down, filling 
the street b eyond the cab le tracks, smash­ 
ing the stone pav ements into the v aults b e­ 
low, and portions of it falling inward 
b uried the b urning stock in the b asem ent 
On the north a heav y fire-wall separated 
the b urning b lock from the b uilding of 
Deimal & Bros. 
This had b een b urned out 
last winter and repairs were just finished, b at 
only part of the furniture stock waa in. 
By 
a desperate effort the firemen sav ed the 
Daniel b uilding, except perhaps a few thou­ 
sand dollars’ damage in windows, roof and 
ceilings. 
The greatest consternation prev ailed a t 
the Brunswick hotol, just across W ab ash 
av enue. 
The heat melted the windows of 
the front; and, while the departm ent sav ed 
the hotel b y steady streams of water, 
th * 
guests fled for their liv es in a half-dreesod 
condition through fire and water tinto the 
alleys and nelgnuoring b uildings.
